That 

all Things are well on that hide and if 

we will be govern'd by what can be done, 

rather than by what we would have done, I 

doubt not, but with the Addition of ſome 

Patience, Things will do yery well on that 

fide, and. betor&wthe Campaign 'is over, 

ſome Peovle may have Occaſion to bluſh a 

little at their own Condutt, or give Occa- 

fion to their Friends to bluſh for them.

Parts of the War, and fram whence we have. 


had but ſmall ExpeRations—— And firft 


to the Aﬀairs of /rely; We really find the: 
Imperialifts ſo ftrong in 7raly, - thac it can- 
not. but be Matter of \Wonder to us, that 
they ſhould have gone no farther than they 
have, or at leaſt that they ſhould ſuffer 
themſetyes to be ſa weak, and be ſo much: 
inſulced in other Places, while they ſpare 
ſuch a very great Force - in a Part of the- 
World, where we are apt to ſay, there- 
cannot be an equal Occaſion for ſo many 
Troops, the Uneatineſs of the Emperor's 
Aﬀairs in other Places being confider'd—. 
To make this our, let us take a ſhort View 
of the Forces, as they have been ia 7raly, 
and as they now are..

Men, without r:ckoning the larg* Garri- 
ſons of Turin, M:ilain, Muantuz. and all 
the Fortihertions cn the Fronciers from 
Suzz, 02 the fide of Savoy to the Adige, 
which are for Numb-r incredible, 

Tt is not very diffhcult for us to find a 
Reaſon, why the Empercr bends his Force 
ſo eagerly upon 7r2ly, tho” at the ſame time 
he leaves himſelf raked enough on the ſe- 
yeral other Par'rs of his Government— 
Traly is a ſweet Morſe), and the like Oppor- 
tunicy of ohtzining it in the entire Pol- 
ſeſhon of the H-ute of Auſtria never was 
22 the World, and it may be very probabl?, 
neyer may cer it ſelf again, The Con- 
ſequence of it is ſuch, that the Empire 
fticks not to be expos'd to Hungarian Ra- 
vages on one fide, Swediſh Aﬀeonts on an- 
other, and French Invafions on a third and 
rather bears the Inconveniences on that ſide, 
than omits purſuing his Advantages over 
the 1talian Princes, whom if 1e can entirely 
fubjed, it is ſhurting faſt 2 Back-Door, that 
has often let in Miſchiefs ſufficient to em- 
baraſs the whole Empire, and might, as 
Occaſion offer'd, do ſo again. 

I ſhall not determine here, whether theſe 
Meaſures are for the Advantage of the 
common Caufe now in hand or no}; it is 
without doubt, that the ſecuring 7caly from 
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French Influence, Is the particular Intereſt

Men to 
the Aſhftarce of che Pope, and fo cut off 
the Emperor's Communicat 51 with 272vJes 
again. it would nor be ſo diff-i:!ira Thang, 
as ſme People imagine, to mak- anoth=r

Nor is it enough to ſav, the Frerch have

to do at this Time: Again, the Princes of 
haly are j:a}ous of the Greatnels of . the 
Empercr tivere, and the States of Fenice 
ard Genos, eſpecially the I:tter have ſmarct- 
ed under that Greatneſs already; all theſe 
Con'iiderations make-me think, it cannot 
paſs for a prudent Thing in the Imperialiſts 
to fall out with the Pope-at this Time ; let 
this Work be over a little, and let France 
be a little farther humbled, _apd then hive- 
at the old Father, and welgome. 

The preſent, Work ſeems to be puſhing 
into France —— The Deſigns or the Confe- 
derates ſeem to point at it on all ſides; the 
Eleor of Hannover has a Majority on the

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Spain But 1 will not venture to ſay» 
the- Duke of Savoy is ſuperiour to the. 
French, either in Numbers or the Goodneſs 
of Troops; he has 22co00 Germans, and 
12000 Savoyerds, according to the publick 
Accounts— The firft are without doubt 
good Troops ; but as for the Duke of S2voy's 
own Troops,they are counted but very indit- 
fecent People, and never were reckon'd to 
be of much Conſequence ;z the FrenchTroops 
on that fide are ſome of the beſt in his 
Armies, and the Mareſchal Vilars one of ' 
the greateft Generals he has; and I cannot 
ſay, that I am not ia ſome Pain for Things

N the laſt Miſcellanea, 1 began an 
Abridgment of the Scace of the Church 
Afﬀairs in Scotland, in order-to come to the 
great Queſtion about Perſecution there, 
which is now brought on the S'age again in 
that Part of the World-——1 told you, how 
afrer the Revolution in 1689, Epiſcopacy 
being depos'd, Presbytery eſtabliſh'd, and 
all the Miniſters, who were Epiſcopal, began 
ro be turn'd out, the Gavernmear both in 
Church and State b-ing reſtor'd, the Peo- 
ple there did- not proceed to Extremities, 
in the entirely depoling all that would not 
conform, but by A& of Parliarhent ſettled 
the Oath of Allegiance to be the only Qua» 
lification of a Minifter as to Government. 
This effeQually put a Stop to the Pre- 
tence of Perſecution, and made this Con- 
ſequence be moft natural, viz. That none 
but Facobites could b="Diſſenters, fince none 
could be put out, tho" they were Epiſcopal, 
if they wovld take rhe Oaths-—And this 
being in the Year 1695, IL may defy ail the 
World to ſhow mea Man, among all the 
Epiſcopal Miniſters in Scogland, that was de» 
pos'd for being Epiſcopal, but that if be 
weuld quallifie himſelf by taking the Oarhs, 
he continued to enfoy his Pulpit, and his 
—_—_ and does ſo, if he living, to this 
ours 


We ccme now to the Diſſenters, who 
were ſuch for this Article of refuſing the 
Oath , I think, I in no wiſe ſcandalize them 
in giving them the vulgar Appcllation of 
Facobites z for tho* it be a Kind of Nick- 
Name on our Part, the thing it ſelf on their 
Part 1s their profeſs'd Principle, their Glo- 
ry; they are far from denying the Thing, 
but they think it their- Duty, and adhere 
to it as ſuch on all Occaſions, politively res 
fuling to ſ*car to the preſent Goyernmenr, 
or 3bjure the laft.

Oacls you can put to them, and at the 
ſame time betray you to-the Intereſt of 
the other Party, act in all Caſes againft the
